And Palestine 
has become the new paradise of their co-religionists elsewhere, 
hungering for the good things

What other reasons are suggested for the © hew deal” now 
proposed? Has:that stipulation in the Mandate been trans- 
gressed which provides for the inviolability of the civil and 
religious rights of the Arabs? We observe with astonishment 
that Lord ISLINGTON, in a letter to The Times, claims that Arabs 
fee], with reason, that ever since the Mandate has been in force 
they as a race have not been given equality of treatment as 
citizens in comparison with the Jews ; and that the Mandate, 
on paper, presumes ostensibly to offer even justice, while in 
practice it gives preferential treatment. to the Jews. We 
wonder how his Lordship dreamt this nightmare distortion of 
the truth!

Baron Henry de Worms has been returned unopposed 
in the East Toxteth Division of Laverpool; Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C., 
has retained his seat for West Sotithwark; Mr. Lionel L. Cohen has 
greatly increased his majority at North Paddington; Sir Julian 

elected for South St. Pancras: Mr. Sarmuel Momtagu 

proved that his personal popularity at Whitechapel was irresistible ; 
and last but certainly not least the oldest Jewish member, Mr. 

Serjeant Simon, was again triamphantly re-elected at Dewsbury. 

The return of Baron Ferdinand. de Rothschild at) Aylesbury will 

probably be unopposed, whereby all the seven Jewish members will 

be re-elected Seeing that many constituencies have returned a 

directly opposite verdict to that which they pronounced at the last 

Cieneral Eleetion. the fact that the Jewish candidates have held thei 

own in every ease, and that every Jewish member of the old Parha- 

ment will have a seat in the new, is a noteworthy one. It can 
hardly be set down to mere accident. The conclusion. ts irresistible 
that the Jews who have again moved the suffrages of thpelectors 
are recognised to be men of worth and ability and that their personal 
qualities, apart from questions of polities, have helped them to their 
success: of the seven Jews four are Unionists and three are 
Gladstonians.

Once more the theory of a “‘solid Jewish vote’’ has been triumphantly 
disproved. In Whitechapel the extraordinary circumstance was 
displayed of prominent Jews, such as Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, 
actively supporting the Unionist candidate, Col. Trench, the opponent 
of Mr. Samuel Montagu; and several other Jews lent thei carriages 
in the same cause. Addresses in Hebrew and Jidisch-Deutsch were 
resorted to not only in Whitechapel but also in the Saint George's 
Division of the Tower Hamlets. In Islington, where there is a large 
Jewish population, no candidate pretended to “‘claun’’ the Jewish 
vote on any ground other than the ordinary political considerations 
upon which citizeys generally were appealed to vote.

E WISH culture is under fire to-day fyom many quarters. Recently 
we were told by a great writer that it might not be a bad thing 
if,as a separate culture, Jews thought themselves out of existence 
altogether.

It will devolve upon the official 
element in Palestine to furnish the “ preparation” for the Royal 
Commission's deliberations, as it was their duty in 1929-30 during the 
Shaw Parliamentary Commission inquiry. One remembers the defen- 
sive attitude taken up by Sir Kenelm Preedy, K.C., on behalf of the 
Palestine Government. “~ You wanted to come to Palestine; here 
you are.

Such was 
the implicit attitude of the Government pleaders at that time.

‘ Population Asked to Support Government 
INCREASE OF FORCE IF NECESSARY 


Sir Arthur Wauchope broadcast an appeui over the Palestine radio 
on Tuesday night. 

He explaimed that the purpose ot his address was to remove any 
misconceptions and ‘to make clear the resujts of the disorders which 
had not hitherto been realised. He emphasised the fact that the 
Govermnent was not using force wantonly or without consideration, 
but that there could be no musconception about the Government's first 
and fundamental duty, which was the protection of lives and property.

He also reminded the people 
of the assurance given by the Colonial Secretary that the Royal Com- 
mission would be an impartial and authoritative body for the 
investigation of the causes of the unrest and any grievances brought 
to their notice. The Government wished to obtain a report enabling 
them to do justice to all sections of the population. 

The High Commissioner pointed out the three results of the 
disorders: the draiyq on the financial resources of the Government. 
which might necessitate an increase of land tax instead of the large 
reductions previously made to assist cultivators; losses suffered by the 
villagers who were unable to sell their harvest, thus losing their liveli- 
hood; the disorders were preventing the people in the country from 
receiving ordinary medical attention in the cities. St. John’s 
Ophthalmic Hospital was now treating one-fourth of the average 
number of out-patients, causing many children whose eyes might have 
been saved to remain blind, unless the disorders ceased.

LEAGUE CANNOT WITHDRAW MANDATES

Negligent Failure to Disarm Arabs 
EMPTY THREATS OF PUNISHMENT 


In the course of a leading article on “The State of Palestine,” THE

offences. “Until,” affirms Tue Times, “examples are made, the local 
Government will be suspected, however erroneously, of a create 
readiness to threaten than to fulfil their threats.

There was no serious attempt to disarm it after the 
pogroms of 1930; in the present troubles, the authorities seem to have 
taken no prompt steps to prevent the theft of explosives ffom the 
numerous quarries of Palestine; and until last month's Ordinances 
were published the penalties for the illegal possession of firearms and 
armounition were absurdly light.

In the course af a leading article on “The State of Paiestin Fue 
Times of last Frida censured the local Administration for its tardiness 
in enforcing the severest penalties for bomb-throwing and simula; 
offences. “Until.” affirms Tue Times, “examples are made, the local 
Government will be suspected, however erroneously, of a greate 
readiness to. threaten than to fulfil their threats. It should also be 
remembered that, while the supply of arms, ammunition and explosives 
in the hands of the rebel bands ts not nearly large enough tor serious 
fighting, it is quite sufficient for their tactics of “firing and retiring.” 
Here, unfortunately, Administrative negligence over many years has 
contributed to the losses—fortunately very slight—wluch the forces 
of the Crown and the Palestinian. police have suffered in recent 
skirmishes. ... It cannot be denied that an opportunity was lost 
after the War, when large quantities of Turkish and British arms 
had found their way into the hands of the Arab population, though 
there were more than enough troops available t& disarm the country 
effectyvely. There was no serious attempt to disarm it after the 
potitens of 1930; in the present troubles, the authorities seem to have 
taken no prompt steps to prevent the theft. of explosives from the 
numerous quarries of Palestine; and until last ynonth’s Ordinances 
were published the penalties for the illegal possession of firearms and 
amrounition were absurdly light.

The Palestine Fund for Relief and Consolidation is the reply of 

the Lishuv to the terrorism and destruction which have been waged 
incessantly for three months. With the funds raised, the Jewish 
population which suffered most will be placed upon a firm and 
dignified footing. The Government has specifically refused the 
Jewish demand for immediate compensation for destroyed liveli 
hoods and damaged estates: for the 120,000 trees and vines and 
orange saplings ruthlessly uprooted and burnt. 
A stimulating start-off to the Fund has been furnished by an 
anonymous donation from a Jewish resident of Palestine, now 
abroad, of £P.1,000 for the benefit of the victims of the disorders. 
Housing, provision of constructive liveliho@ls, and a broad economic 
scheme will be devised for the refugees and for the ®ereaved 
relatives of those killed.

In presenting the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee, Mr. 
Montefiore said one of the difficulties in bringing home to tae 
British ppblic what was really going on in Germany was the absence 
of accounts from what one might call unprejudiced sources. ‘There 
fore. he thought it was of great interest to see an article which had 
recently been published in the WELTKAMPF, a monthly magazine 
formerly edited by Alfred Rosenberg, in which there was an article 
by Dr. Walter Scharrer, called Judeng qnerschaft “und die holiere 
Schulen—"' Jewish opposition and the Secondary Schools. Dr. 
Scharrer was obviously a Nazi teacher, and the article was devoted 
to discussing the effect of the anti-Jewish legislation so far as if 
dealt with schools. Mr. Montefiore quoted from the article referred 
to extracts which are given under German News elsewhere in 
this issue. 

Continuing, Mr. Montefiore cited a case which had occurred the 
other day in a German school where there was a Jewish boy 
whose father had been killed in the War. This boy one 
day found pinned on his desk one of the infamous caricatures out 
of the STUERMER, with the inscription“ That's what your father 
looked like.’ The mother went to the Director of the School and 
showed him the caricature and inscription. The Director assembled 
the children in the school hall and to!ld them that, if there was one 
pupil who deserved to be present and have his education af a 
German school it was this Jewish boy whose father gave his life for 
Germany not many years ago. They ought to be‘ashamed at what 
had happened. 

Stories like that, said Mr. Montefiore, made one persist in hoping 
thatthere were still elements in Germany which bad not been affected 
by the Nazi poison. 

Mrs. FRANKLIN read a letter from Miss Landau in which she 
stated that the Evelina de Rothschild School was working amazingly 
well considering all things and that the attendance was surprisingly 
good. 4

background. These illuminated borders are fine specimens of the 


mmaturist’s art, being vivid and fresh and exhibiting a nch and lively 


imagination, controlled by a finely disciphned draughtsmanship. The 


tail-piece at the end of the volume represents a well-drawn hunting 
scene. 

Although the manuscript provides us with no details of its 
provenance, both the style of writing and the miniatures exhibit 
unmistakably the characteristics of the Franco-German School of the 
end of the thirteenth century. An interesting piece of evidence for the 
antiquity of the manuscript is provided by a deed of sale, written in 
Hebrew in an Italian hand, and dated a.m. (5) 170 (4.c.8..1409). Aeccord- 
ing to this deed, the volume was sold by one Nathan ben Isaac (whose 
signature 1s appended) to Moses ben Jacob hak-Kohen, for the sum of 
100 ducats. 

The elaborately chased silver binding, which is probably of Jewish 
workmanship, can be dated approximately. On the right side of the 
volume, the silver chasing represents the washing of the hands, an allusion 
to the Levitical origin of the owner. The right side of the binding has, 
im addition to other ornamentation, a silver shield, in which the name 
of the owner, Isaac ben Samuel Levi Vali (or Valle), is incised. Thanks 
to Mortara’s invaluable Indice Alfabetico, we can identify this owner. 
Isaac Levi Vali is known. to have lived in Verona in 1664, and 
subsequently at Modena, where he died in 1680. 

It is likely to be many years before another such specimen of Jewish 
workmanship embracing the art of the ealligrapher, the miniaturist and 
the silversmith will come into the market. It would be a great pity if 
this volume was to leave the country and not find a home in England,

Capel Boake’s Tue Dark Tureap (Hutchinson and Co., Ltd., 7s. 6d 
net.) strikingly illustrates the fact that the Jews are ‘‘news’’ nowadays. 
and that what is written about them may be expected to sell It is 
deseribed on the wrapper as ‘‘a novel of Jewish life’’; but it is nething of 
the sort. It is, however, a far more difficult achievement—a good nove! 
and an unusual one, with a Jewish interest which, while strong, is not 
quite direct. It begins with the marnage of Solomon Burton, described as 

a Jew of Melbourne,’’ but actually the child of a Jewish mother and a 
Gentile father, who had been brought up without any Jewish trating o1 
sentunent. He marnes the waitress in a neighbouring restaurant. and 
with this the Jewishness of the farmly might be expected to end. But the 
dark Burton strain persists, in some, at least, of his children. One of 
them ** goes county,’’ and marries a member of the colomal aristocracy : 
but the son, Stephen, feels the call of the blood, and the call of the 
land of his fathers, and ends by going to settle in the colony which his 
grandmother, in her repentant old age, had endowed in Palestine. That 
the story ts not altogether improbable is proved by recent events which are 
pubhe knowledge; but, however unprobable it may Jbe, it has received 
hfe and from the author's skull 

One of the most astonishing episodes of emhteenth-century history 
has been chosen by Robert Neurnann as the subject of his latest canvas. 
Tue Queen's Docror (Gollanez, 8s. 6d. net.). It uw the storv of the rise 
and fall of Struensee, a German phiy Sup haan, idealist and quack, who became 
the lover of Catherine Matilda, Queen of Denmark (a sister of George ITI 
of England), and was for a time dictator of that country. It is a work 
rare. atnong hustoncal novels (or for that matter, fashionable histories) 
of to-clay im that i keeps so close to the facts. without surrendenny 
thereby one atom of its dramatic interest. But there ts one character who 
(to put it mildly) plays a more remarkable part by far in the novel than 
im fact—- Count Schunmmelmann, the who supported Struensee 
but survived his fail and became Minister of Finance. Mr. Neuman 
(without any authonty) makes him a Jew, in the **Jew Siiss’’ tradition 
not very scrupulous, tmmensely capable, in touch with Jewish fellow 
financiers throughout Europe (such as the firm of Rothschild, as vet 
unknown), doing what he could to atnehorate the position of hi- 
hypothetical co-religiomsts, and with a marked contrast between his 
ostentatious puble success and the tragedy which darkens his private life 

A wari welcome is due to PLUNGE Inro Lire (Harrap, 7s. 6d. net.) 
~ the first novel by Louis de Wohl to appear m English. The author. 
n Hunganan by birth, is ‘‘one of that large company of writers whose 
works are now prohibited mm Germany.” and he writes matter-of-fact 
immprobabilities with the ‘gay tnsoumance of Paul Morand. One of the 
intnates of the Swiss ‘‘institute’’ for the attainment of perfection, in which 
the scene is largely laid, is a Jewish damsel who is preparing herself to 
settle in Tel-Aviv.

Christina Stead, in Tue Beauties anp Furies (Peter Davies, 

s. 6d. net.)—a worthy successor to ‘“The Salzburg Tales’’—introduces us 
te Annibale Marpurgo, a lace-buyer, but without letting us know whether 
that Jewish name pertains to a Jew: . However, a chance acquaintance 
of his elaborates the pleasingly original theory, based upon the measure- 
ments of the Great Pyramid, that the Jews are secret adherents of the 
Church of Rome! Florence Lawford’s Leaves Brrore THe WInp 
(Stanley Paul, 2s. 6d.), is a romance of Huguenot refugees old Rye, 
showing how England did not lose by opening her gates to fugitives from 
religious persecution on the Continent. Norah James’ Sea View (Jarrolds, 
7s.

1 am a Heretic, by ‘‘Vanoc II'' (Peter Davies, Ltd., 6s.) 

That ‘‘Vanoe IT’ is a heretic should be no news to those who read 
the Sunday Press. This volume will spread his reputation for heresy and 
& sometimes mordant wit in vet wider circles—if they exist. Among the 
idols whom he demolishes with his pocket high-explosives are what he 
calls the “‘road-house racists,’’ who some time ago refused a young 
gentleman of ‘‘slightly Byronic’’ appearance a meal, not because it was 
not Kasher, but because he was suspected of being a Jew. “A 
jacakanapes with the soul of a jazz-drummer and an Oxford accent,”’ the 
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author affirms, “‘has the legal riaht to refuse a meal to a Semitic 
yentleman.”’ 

He goes on with a warning: “‘Sav what vou lke, his action will he 
generally applauded by the class that is striving to maintain its privileged 
position.” This is, perhaps, too sweeping: surely, it is not the genuine 
anstocracy of blood, but the pseudo-aristocracy, which is at fault. The 
yeneral question sums up admirably m one sentence: 
a puire Arvan 1.¢. a person im whose Veils flow ise} the proly vlot bolo! 
of these tslands I should hesitate to take a ological certificate trom the 
propnetor of a road-house, even if he wore an old school tie.”’ 


Songs of Zion, by Lionel James (John Murray, 7s. 6d. net.). 

This mostfattractively produced volume is an edition of theSPsalms, 
in the English Prayer-Book version, presented in all their lyrical beauty, 
with short introductions, glossary and notes. It is the last that consti- 
tute the distinguishing feature of the volume. Except in a very few 
cases, they are not philological or exegetical, restricting themselves in 
these respects to the bare minimum necessary for the understanding of 
the text. They are historical: explaining not the allusions of the 
passages and the circumstances in which they were composed, but the 
circumstances in which they have been quoted and used in the past two 
thousand years. ‘Yhese historical instances, collected by Rowland 
Prothero (now Lord Ernie) in his classical ** The Psalms in Human Life,” 
are here presented in the form, as it were, of a running commentary, 
facing the text. Once more, the reader is reminded of the extraordinary 
hold which the Jewish Psalter has gained over men's lives, and how all 
sorts and conditions of men in every country, at the great crises of their 
careers, have turned to it for watchwords, for comfort and for inspiration, 
Mr. James’ preface recapitulates the oft-told story of the enormous 
influence which the Psalter has had on the English language. Yet, as he 
pertinentily observes, ““how much of the charm which thie Psalter has 
always had for English-speaking people comes from the sheer beauty of 
the English there is no gauge to measure. 


Klementary Hebrew teachers both in this country and abroad have 
modernised their methods, and where it has not been found possible to 
adept the Ivrith b'Irrith method in its entirety a compromise system is 
now being used which combines the older formal methed with the conver- 
sational plan. Thus a bridge is built which makes it easier for the pupil 
taught in this way to pass to the study of living Hebrew. In Ts 
(already in a third edition and revised in the light of experience), and 
“Ws, by Nathan Morris, Education Officer of the J.R.E.B. (Omanuth 
Publishing Co., Tel-Aviv), we have a Hebrew reader for beginners and 
higher grade elementary text-book in which this combined system is skil- 
fully and attractively worked out by an expert. — Illustrations and simple 
poems add to the pleasant features of the two primers, which are adinir- 
ably printed. In a foreword for teachers Mr. Morris sets forth the 
principles underlying the primers, which are graded to be used in con. 
tinuity. The most valuable point he makes is that words are merely 
lexicographical dead-matter and that the unit of instruction should be the 
sentence His plea for expressive reading may be heartily echoed by 
those who have listened to the wooden gabble that is tolerated atso many 
classes. Equally commendable is Mr. Morris's denunciation of the old. 
fashioned method of mechanical translation with the English equivalent 
regarded as almost as sacrosanct as the Hebrew text. ©a very similar 
lines is S°™MI AVN, by M. Abraham and J. B. Levy (M. Lehrberger & Co., 
rankfort). with the added advantage of practice in Hebrew script. By 
means of these text-books the pupil acquires a quite extensive vocabu- 
lary. as well as a familiarity with basic Hebrew grammar.

Anti-Jewish Terrorism Continues 


Government Apathy 


From our Correspondent —WARSAW | 


Whils# Polish Jewry is protesting against the terrible spread of 
a Semitism and the toleration shown to it by those in authority, 
new attacks on Jews continue unchecked. Almost every day brings 
its record of anti-Jewish bomb attacks and assaults. In Warsaw, a 
bomb was thrown into the Ulrych market-place, where several 
hundred Jewish traders have their businesses. The bomb did not 
explode, but great panic was caused. Nearly every evening Jews 
are assaulted in the Warsaw parks. In Serock, young Endceks 
staged a midnight raid, smashing many windows in Jewish houses 
and beating many Jews, five Jews being seriously injured, Anti- 
Jewish assaults also occurred in Plonsk, near Warsaw. 

Further riots are reported from Przytyk, where hooligans 
assaulted two of the Jews acquitted following the pogrom trial in 
Radom and from Minsk-Mazowiecki, the scene of the recent pogrom, 
Near Lwow, where a family of three Jews were murdered. 

The authouities have dissolved the Endek Party in the Cracow 
district as a result of the recent attack by armed F-ndeks under the leader- 
ship of a landowner named Doboszynski on the town of Myslenice, Among 
the reasons cited in the order was that the organisation spread race hatred, 
Doboszynski has meanwhile been arrested, 

The Warsaw authorities have prohibited the circulation of a pamphiet 
against anti-Semitism published by the Jewish Committee for Combating 
Anti-Semitism. 

The Public Prosecutor has lodged an appeal against the Pizytyk 
pogrom trial sentences and acquittals both of Jews and non-Jews. The 
appeal is due to be heard in Lublin in September or in October. 

The Peasants’ Union in the districts of Lomza, Ostrolenko and 
Schuezin has issued an appeal to its members warning them against 
Endek anti-Jewish propaganda. The Endeks, states the app al, are 
misleading the peasants when they declare that the plundering of Jewish 
property and the killing of Jews can improve the position of the peasants, 
The anti-Jewish persecution in Germany and the Endek anti-Jewish riots

Legal Status of German Refugees 


Proposed International Agreement 


A decision to invite countries to sign a special League of Nations 
agreement regulating the status of refugees from Germany and to 
issue identity certificates to refugees authorised to reside in 
their territory, was taken this week in Geneva at a special Inter- 
Governmental Conference, presided over by Major-General Sir Neill 
Malcolm, the League High Commissioner for German Kefugees 
Fifteen countries were represented, including Great Britain. 

Provisional arrangements were submitted by the High Commis 
sioner and were agreed on with certain modifications. It was 
agreed to define the term “refugee from Germany, as a person 
who bas been settled in that country and possesses no other 
nationality than German nationality and is proved in law and in 
fact not to enjoy the protection of the Government of the Reich. 

The conference was mostly held in camera, but representatives 
of private organisations interested in the problems of the refugees 
were allowed to be present. Jewish interests were watched by 
rofessor Norman Bentwich ‘Council for German Jewry!, Dr. N. 
Goldmann (Jewish Agency for Palestine), Dr. Bernhard haho (Joint 
Distribution Committee), Professor Georg Bernhard (representative 
of German refugees in France) and Dr. P. Grossmann ‘representa. 
tive of German refugees in Czechoslovakia). 

live Governments-—Great Britain, France, Denmark, Holland 
and Switzerland—have already signed the agreement, it is officially 
announced in Geneva. 

The arrangement is to come into force thirty days after the 
deposit of the signatures with the Secretariat of the League of 
Nations.

The Refugee Problem To-Day 


International Hicem Conference in Paris 


CENTRALISATION OF EFFORTS 

\ comprehensive report on the activities of the Hias-Ica. 
Emigration Association (Hicem), submitted to an International 
Emigration Conference in Paris last week by M. Max Gottschalk, 
who presided, gives a detailed review of developments in Jewish 
emigration for the past ten years. The Conference, which was 
convoked by the Hicem, was attended by sixty delegates from all 
over the world, and among those present was Lord Duncannon, 
representing the League of Nations High Commissioner for German 
Refugees. Professor Norman Bentwich represented the Council for 
German Jewry. 

Mr. Gottschalk’s report states that while the average annual 
Jewish emigration from Eastern Europe between 1881 and 1925 
amounted te 81,000, the average emigration from the same countries 
during the past ten years had fallen by only 40 per cent. to 50,000 in 
spite of immigration restrictions. In 1935 the total number of 
Jewish emigrants from Eastern Europe exceeded even the pre-War 
average and amounted to 81,500, while the emigration movement 
among the otber peoples in Eastern and Southern Europe was ata 
standstill. 

The whole trend of Jewish emigration during the past ten 
vears, the report points out, had radically changed. While, during 
the period 18S!t—1925, 72 per cent. of Jewish emigrants from 
Eastern Europe went to the United States, 10 per cent. to South 
\merica, 4 per cent. to Palestine, 2 per cent. to South Africa and 
12 per cent to European and other countries, during the last ten 
vears 40.5 per cent. of the total number of emigrants went to 
Palestine, 17.6 per cent. to North America, 21.7 per cent. to South 
America, 3.5 per cent. to South Africa and 16.7 per cent. to other 
countries. 

Moreover, not only did the trend of Jewish emigration undergoa 
change, but the whole character of Jewish emigration during the 
past ten years had altered, the reports adds. At the time when no 
restrictions were imposed on immigration, there was no question 
about selecting suitable emigrants. To-day, however, the whole 
position was much more complicated, and the question of selection 
had become of the utmost importance. ‘The tasks of the Jewish 
aid organisations in the period of immigration restrictions consisted 
not only of giving moral and legal assistance, but also of selecting 
and preparing persons for emigration who would be able to adapt 
themselves to the demands of the countries of immigration. 

The Conference concluded with the passing of resolutions in 
favour of centralising emigration work, of enlarging the social 
activities of the local Committees, of improving the professional 
training of emigrants and of demanding that Governments do not 
apply to emigrants restrictions on the export of currency.

10. The further enormity of Nazism as compared with the Tsarist 
regnne is that it was inflicted on the German Jews after a considerable 
period of enjoving a better fate and softened in the relaxing and dissolving 
atmosphere of their lives, whilst under Tsarisin emancipation has not vet 
heen achieved. In darkest Russia, the Jews could see much light on 
the way, whilst in Germany the light that seemed detinitely established 
was suddenly extinguished. 3 

But in Tsarist Russia the Jewish question was a Russian question, 
as in Nazi Germany it is a German question. The tune will come when 
Germany will settle her Hitlerist problem as Russia settled the problem 
of the Tsarist regime. The Jews of Germany will have to fight for their 
rights, as the Russian Jews did,

The Succession of Leadership

“Mav the God of the spirits of all human flesh appoint a leader 
for the people, who shall go out hefore them and lead them out and 
bring them in.”

Ajax may sulk im 
his tent, but not the man of God: The influence of God upen man 
or of man upon his neighbour is not reckoned by the noise of the 
storm or the flash of the hightnming or the heat of the fire. It 1s the 
still small voice which calls us to remember that. God knows and 
understands and has symmpathy with weak and erring mortals. 

When Ehjah passes away, the succession comes to Elisha. In the 
Second Chapter of the Second Book of Kings, we witness the departure 
of the master and the descent of his mantle upon the disciple. The 
old man and: the young spend the last day together, the one at the 
close of lus career, the other at the beginning. “Give me a double 
portion of thy spirit,” is the petition of Ehsha. When finally the old 
prophet disappears in a whirlwind and is lost to sight, Elisha crnes: 
“My father, my father, the chariots of Israel and the horsemen 
thereof.” Elijah typified the embodiment of strength, the strength 
of the mation, the religious guide of the peeple. It is now the mission 
of Ehsha to carry on the work in the same spirit of determination. 
And when in turn lus end draws near and he must close his eyes upon 
this world, with the sare words of endearment does Joash, the King 
of Israel, take leave of him: “My father, my father, the chariots of 
[srael and the horsemen thereof.” As he had said of his master, so 
it was said of him. Can a man ask anything more than the assurance 
that he has striven after an ideal and attained to it? The two were 
different in temperament ; Elijah stern and zealous, his disciple zealous 
but more touched by the human element. Elisha’s miracles are con- 
cerned with the ordinary affairs of domestic life, restoring the 
workman's axe, replenishing the widow's cruse of oil, bringing the 
blessing of children to a childless home. Whether it is the story of 
the Shunemite woman, in its simple domestic setting, or the spectacular 
cure of the leprosy of Naaman, we feel in the presence of Elisha a 
creat human personality. And that is the essence of the man of 
God, to be a man among men, not a stranger to their weaknesses and 
foibles but a sympathiser and a counsellor, So the) succession of 
leaders goes on from one age to another, and each in turn has his 
eontribution to make towards the sum of progress. Men may come 
and men may go, but the river of Judaism and Jewish hope goes on till, 


in the fullness of time, it will empty its message into the great ocean of 
eternity.

German Jewish Children’s Holiday in England 
- -- 
GUESTS OF JEWISH EX-SERVICEMEN 

Qn Sunday evening eight litve German Jewish ch ldren arrived as 
Liverpool Street Station, the guests of the British Legion. They are te 
spend a month in this country, and will stay with families of Jewish 
ex-Servicemen in Lopdon and the Provinces. 

A JEWTSH CHRONICLE representative found this happy little family, 
consisting of five girls and three boys, at the station under the very able 
shepherding of Mr. Gert Bukofzer, a young Jewish Sportsmaster, who ts 
qualifying to become a doctor, No mother could have tended her flock 
with more tenderness or more efficiency than did this handsome young 
sportsman, If the crowds and the lateness of the hour made Heinz, the 
baby of the party (he is nine, and the eldest of the “family” is fifteen), 
shed a few tears oPfomesickness, Herr Bukofzer's arm was round him in 
an instant, and comforting words and jocular allusions brought smiles 
through the tears which Heinz rubbed manfully from his eyes with his 
knuckles, ‘There were ao tears from the girls. A little girl does not cry. 
Even if she is only eleven and not very big for her age, the dignity of 
her sex demands that she should practise self-restraint, and that she 
should answer questions put to her with precision and alacrity. A little 
lady of eleven whom I noticed, cast just the faintest suspicion of a dis- 
approving glance at the spectacle of the weeping Heinz. 

These youngsters are all children of German Jewish ex-Servicemen, 
Their holiday is an experiment which, if successful, will be carried out 
with further groups of German Jewish children.’ Nobody who witnessed 
the pathos of their arrival in London on Sunday could fail to appreciate 
the significance of the relief that a visit to this country will mean for 
these German Jewish children. Their eyes scanned the faces of the 
passers-by, and the very readiness with which they answered any 
enquiries told a story ofits own. Human nerves are affected in a varféty 
of ways. In little children to be unwanted is a condition that touches a 
sensitive #pot right at the junction of their. nervous system. So for one 
whole glorious month, eight little German Jewish children will have that 
inflamed and tortured area, soothed and healed with the balm of human 
love and kindness. Would that it were for many, many months, and that 
the beneficent project extended to every child who is an innocent 
victim of Nazi persecution !

The Marquess of Dufferin and Ava said that anyone who heard 
his speech on. the second reading would acquit him of any desire 
to discriminate against such. No Clause in the Bill had 
given hun more cause for heart-searching. But he had been tinally 
forced into the behef that is was necessary to réject the amendment 
for two reasons. The first was that the Orthodox Jew would up to 
two o'clock on Sunday be given a monopoly. That was a tremendous 
advantage. That was a fair recompense for the many hours he might 
lose under the Bill.. The second reason was one which he did not like 
at all having to say in that House, but it must be said. The Jew who 
did not hve within a Jewish Community would, under the, proposed 


Jews as 


amendment, be able to keep open all Sunday till five o'clock, In the 
present state of feeling in London that would be very unwise. There 


was a feeling against Jews at the present moment which they must 
stop if they possibly could. He belheved if they accepted the amend- 
ment they would have great feeling against the Jews. From the 
Jewish point of view -itself, he believed firmly that the 
amendment ought to be rejected. 

Lord Marley, in reply, urged that one should not pile one injustice 
on another, because the Jewish people were suffering the unjust 
attacks of Fascist organisations in this country. They were merely 
denying common justice to the Orthodox Jewish traders becalse there 
had been allowed to develop in this country Fascist attacks on the 
Jewish people, from which they had not been adequately protected. 

The amendment was negatived by 38 to 12.

ENGLISH tomatoes are now plentiful and cheap and either raw or 
cooked make a welcome addition to most meals. 

They are never better than when eaten raw, either with a salad or 
just plain with salt and pepper or as a sandwich filling. They make 
delicious savouries, both hot and cold, and appetising hors d’ceuvres. 

They can be stewed, fried, grilled or baked, served as a vegetable 
course alone, or as an accompaniment to steak, cutlets, fish and cheese 


dishes, 


Tomato Cup Salad 


CHOOSE firm tomatoes of equal size. If large, cut through in halves, 
if medium size cut a slice off the top. Very carefully scoop out the centre 
pulp, taking care to keep the cases intact. (This pulp can be used In soup, 
sauce or gravy). Invert for a little while to drain off all moisture, then 
season With salt and pepper. These can now be filled with one of the 
following moistened with mayonnaise : 

‘Cooked green peas; finely sliced potato alone or mixed with other 
vegetables such as carrots, beans or peas , asparagus tips - small flowerets 
of cooked cautitiower ; floely shredded lettuce. 

Scason the mixture and heap up in the tomato cases, sprinkle with 
chopped parsley, arrange on a shallow glass dish and garnish with tufts of 
Small cress or watercress, 


Hot Stuffed Tomatoes 


PREPARE the tomatoes as in previous recipe. 

Noth Chees Choose six larve tomatoes. Put the pulp in a basin, 
add a teacupful of breadcrumbs,.two ounces grated cheese, scason with 
salt, pepper, cayenne, add a pin¢éh of sugar, and if the mixture is very dry, 
a spoonful or two of milk. Fill up the cases, put a tiny piece of butter on 
top of each and bake in a hot oven (No. 6) about twenty minutes. 

Nuth Rice.—For six tomatoes allow six tablespoonfuls of rice, one 
shallot, pinch of herbs, one ounce of butter and one ounce of grated cheese. 

Chop the pulp and mix with the rice, cheese, chopped shallot and 
mcited butter. Season with salt, pepper and herbs; fill the cases, place 
on a greased fireproof dish.and bake in a hot oven about twenty minutes 

h Spinach.~—For six large tomatoes allow. six tablespoonfuls 
spinach puree, one teaspoonful grated onion and one tablespoonful of 
breadcrumbs, 

Mix the sicved spinach with a tablespoonful of the tomato pulp, the 
same quantity of breadcrumbs, the seasoning and the grated onion, Pill 
up the tomato cases, sprinkle with breadcrumbs, put a small piece of 
marcarine on top of each. pl ice On Aa creased fireproof dlish and bake in a 
hot oven about twenty minutes.

TAKE an equal quantity of eggs and tomatoes. Choose large, firm 
tomatoes and small eggs,

cup and carefully pour into each hollowed tomato. Put on a greased 
fireproof dish; cover with a greased paper and bake in a moderate oven 
until the eges are set.

\mong the applicants for tye position of ophthalmic surgeon at 
Grimsby Hospital was a Jewish doctor who, because of the Nazi 
persecution, left Germany and came to England.

AMONG THE BOLD BAD MEN OF COSTA RICA 


Stripped of the beautiful producing and setting, and of the 
almost unlimited experience of dear Lilian Bratthwaite in demon 
strating the wit and wisdom of perpetual youth applied to family 
affairs. this dramatisation of a novel is a somewhat shallow version 
of the sort of theme that used to thrill our grandmothers. 

This particular Lammermoorish lady was fascinated by a bold bad 
descendant of Spanish conquistadores in the little Republic of Costa hhica ; 
then. having married him, for some unspecified reason, she acquired a 
terror of the dusky gent and ran intothe arms of a clean white boy from 
the U.S.A.; whereupon there were threats of * bumping-off” by the 
black-haired bull-fighting servant-beater, and a faithful nurse anticipates 
the plan by directing a few well-aimed bulletsinto the passionate husband 
of her beloved charge, said charge having ridden through appropriate 
thunderstorm on faithful charger or ought it to be mustang’ —and reached 
her mother’s drawing room in time to fall in a faint to the floor, a soaked, 
pathetic object for all eyes to, behold. 

While the story is workiog along its way, Lilian Braithwaite spreads 
over all this innocence an aiv of lavender sophistication as only she 
ean do, sprinkling wise-cracks with the delicacy of a blessed damoze! 
Watering artificial geraniums with a celestial can. Unfortunately, 
for our dramatic surprise, the bold bad man of Costa Rica ts none 
other than Anthony ireland, in whose tea-cup. of theatrical 
fate the sods scem to have cast the simple alternatives “to shoot, 
or to be shot; that is the only question.” As this really very 
clever actor is usually cast by wnimaginative theatrical dealers for 
wicked parts, morality invariably demands the second and more 
concliusive of the two. Nova Pilbeam is a charming little actress 
who deserves better stuff than the unconvincing role she has to fill, 
\fter all, if her dark man’s promise of passion was so alluring, why jib 
at fulfilment?’ Does not her ¢drandmother describe the Spaniard’s love as 
like “*the heat of summer with hehtning and storm’ Perhaps the littie 
lady had forgotten her umbrella. As a charming Fretichman, Paul 
Leyssac providesa highly attractive performance, and the cast as a whole 
acts with commendable skill worthy of better substance. 

This is just the sort of entertainment for the coming weeks when the 
holday spirit makes melodramatic vistas of distant lands romantically 
attractive -—and distant meadows, fresh and alluring fields.
